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as named among it us, as it becometh Saints; 
that is, as it is fit for Holy People; and 
ſuch all Chriſtians by their Vows and 
Profeſſion are bound to be. But ſince 


upon ſome Occaſions it muſt be men 
tioned, our Language has expreſs'd i 


by a very proper Name, in that we cal 
it Uncleanneß it ſelf; that is, the moſt 
hateful Filth and Naſtineſs: ſo that the 


very Name tends to raiſe our Indignatior 
againſt it, whenever 'tis mentioned. 
And upon this Account, the Smut anc 


Na#tineſs of ſome Peoples Language, is 


the rudeſt Affront to Chriſtian Conver 
ſation, and to all Civil Society: eve 
as affronting as the. Filth of a Dunghi 
ſerv'd up at an Entertainment, Or a Toa 
or Serpent caſt into the Boſom of 

Gue t. Theſe things are not more ab 


horr'd by our Senſes as Men, than the 


other ought to be by our Soul and Spi 
rit as Chriſtians. And if the Minds e 
an 

i this delight in ſuch poiſonous Fan 
cies, yet*tis a cruel piece of Service tc 
pleaſe People to their Hurt and Deſtruc 
tion. As to which many of our Poet 
of theſe latter Days, eſpecially 

who have writ for the Play- Houſe, 


are ſo vitiated and depraved, a: 
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they will one Day find: as alſo will all 
ſuch as write or print filthy Language; 
or caſt, paint, carve or draw filthy Pic- 
tures or Figures in Books, or otherwiſe, 
or upon Walls, or other open Places in 
the Streets, to be ſeen by every one, to 
the great Offence of all good Men, and 
the Corrupting the Minds of others. 
The Truth of this will appear from 
the horrible Nature of the Sin itſelf: of 
which we may in ſome meaſure be made 
ſenſible, by the juſt Conſideration of 
the following Particulars; in the Peru- 
ial of which, 1 pray God to aſſiſt all 
that read them with the Light and In- 
fluence of his Holy Spirit, that they may 
treat this Vice with that perfect Indigna- 
tion and Abhorrence that it deſerves. 
I.*Tis a Vice that ſacrifices a Perſon's 
Honour, and loads him with inſupporta- 
ble Shame. The Rebuke of Tamar, to 
her Brother that would have forced her, 
was very diſcreet (2 Sam. Xiil. 12.) Nay, - 
my Brother, do not this Folly; no ſuch Thing 
ought to be done in Iſrael: And J, whi- 
ther ſhall I cauſe my Shame to go? and as 
for thee, thou ſhalt be as one of the Fools 
in Iſrael. Folly, Guilt, Shame, and Con- 
tempt, are the certain Inheritance f

to poſſeſs their Veſſel in ſanct i fication and 
honour, as the God of Purity requires 
us, (1 Theſſ. iv. 4.) And therefore Solo- 
mon, Who found the Truth of this by ſad 
Experience, admoniſhes all young Men, 
that they by no Means give their Honour 
to the Cruel, (Prov. v. 9.) to that cruel 
Sin, which at once preys upon a Man's 
Bod y, Sou], Eſtate and Salvation. And 
it they will not take Warning, he tells 
them what will be the End of it, (Prov. 
vi. 33) A Weurd and a Blot ſhall he get, 
and his Reproach ſhall not be wiped away. 
The black Guilt of this Sin, brings an 
intolerable Shame with it; as we lee in 
the Caſe of thoſe Women, who have 
barbarouſly murder'd their own Off- 
ſpring to cover the Shame of their Defile- 
ment. And 'tis a Token of a Perſon's 
being harden'd to the moſt deſperate 
Pitch, when by Cuſtom, and the Devil's 
powerful [nfatuation, they arrive to ſuch 
a Brow of Braſs, as to know no Shame 
in theſe Ways. A Whore's Forehead, is 


a Proverb for the higheſt Impudence. 
But the leſs Shame they know here, the 
more overwhelming will their Shame 
and Confuſion be hereafter, when the 
Fire at the laſt Day ſhall melt down 
the brazen Forehead, and then the very

II. The Unclean Perſon ſins againſt bis 
own Body; as the Apoſtle aggravates it, 
(1 Cor. vi. 18.) He that is drunk, abuſes 
his Drink; and he that is given to Glut- 
tony, abuſes his Meat: but the Unclean 
Perſon abuſes his own Body : He gives his 
Strength to Women, and his Years to the 
Cruel, (Prov. v. 9.) The very inordi- 
nacy of Luſt tends to deſtroy both the 
Strength of the Body, and the Vigour of 
the Soul: and many times theſe Partners 
in Uncleanneſs, do impart to each other 
one of the moſt loathſome Diſeaſes in 
the World; in which, by the juſt 
Judgment of God, they rot and ſtink. 
whilſt alive, as if they had lain ſome 
Days in the Grave. Now what can 
equal the Folly of that Man, who when 
he may (with God's Leave and Favour) 
enjoy a clear Ciſtern of his own, to quench 
his Thirſt with Innocence and Honour, 
yet had rather be ſipping at every zafty 
Puddle he comes to, tho' it lies common 
to be trampled in by every dirty Foor 
that paſſes by it.

ry eaſy. You have it at large, (Prov. 
v. 15, &c.) Drink Waters out of thing

III. *Tis a Sin that lays the Conſci. 
ence waſte, and deadens it as to its pro- 
per, convincing, awakening, and alarm- 
ing Acts. And this, not only becauſe 
the Purity of the Conſcience muſt needs 
be ſo much and ſo frequently fullied 
by the many impure Wiſhes, Projects 
and Purpoſes, which neceflarily go be- 
tore the vile Fact; but alſo becauſe 
Uncleanneſs is a Sin of that Bulk, that, 
like the Caſe of the Trojan Horſe, the 
Walls muſt be broken down to receive 
it, it being too big to enter at the 
common Paſſage of ordinary Sins. So 
that now the Unclean Spirit has made 
ſuch a Breach in the Soul of the Guilty 
Perſon, that he may march in with 
other Troops of Sin at his, Pleaſure. 
Now Intemperance, Murthers, Rapes, 
Robberies, Lyes, Cruelties, and all 
manner of Enormities, may find an 
eaſy Admittance : For indeed, they 
have no good Fence againſt any Sin, 
who are already become ſo deſperate- 
ly leud and profligate. They are, ſays 
the Apoſtle., past Feeling, (Eph iv. 19.) 
a 1 having 
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having no Senſe of their dreadful Guilt, 


or of God's preſent Rebukes, or future 


Judgment, (Prov. xxxiii. laſt.) . 


IV. It ſadly ſullies and bemires the 
Beauty and Activity of the rational Fa- 


culties of Men. Their Reaſon becomes 
a Pander and Procurer for their Luſts, 
and the Man is turned into a Beaſt; 
his Induſtry languiſhes, and the Sere- 
nity of his Mind is over-caſt. He can- 


not look back upon his Sin without 


Regret, nor look forward towards ei- 
ther Death or judgment without Hor- 


ror. So that now, juſt like the Beaſt _ 


that periſhes, he can only look down 
upon his preſent Paſture, and try a while 
the fatal Experiment of putting by the 
Thoughts of eternal Puniſhment, by ſhort 
and momentary Senſuality: Till at laſt 
the Dart ſtrikes him through the Liver, 
(ſome Diſeaſe or other arreſts. him from 
God) and after a few Groans and Cries 
here, to awaken his Partners in Impurt- 
ty, he goes down, (without infinite Mer- 
cy and timely Repentance) to the Place 
of Eternal Weeping and Wailing. 

V. This Vice is deſtructive , to Hu- 
mane Societies. It deſtroys the Peace of 
Families, of Neighbourhoods, and many 
times of Kingdoms. The Prophet Aa- 
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ä | 
lachi argnes from God's making but one 
Woman for Adam, when he could as ea- 
fily have made many more, that there- 
fore God faw it beft for Man and for 
Human Sccrety, that he ſhould have 
no more, (Mal. ii. r5.) And fo it is: 
for then the whole Deſire is fixed on 
one, and the Love being undivided, 
muſt needs be greater; and confequent- 
iy the mutual Delight, Confidence, and 
Satisfaction of the Man and Wife, is 
much advanced hereby. Whereas the 
wandring and unruly Deſires of the 
Adulterer and Adulterefs are never at 
'reſt; but, like Children left to their 
own Will, are always diſturbing them- 
ſelves and others. Thefe brutal Luſts 
Will bear no Government, Decency, nor 
* Reſtraint, but do produce all the ex- 
travagant Impieties and Immoralities 
that the Devil can ſuggeſt, ard the fu- 
rizns Wretches commit. Hence comes 
Murders, Rapes, Inceſt, and a Then- 
ſand Villantes and Abominations. For 
when once the Adulterer's luſtful Eye 
has. inflamed his Heart, and polluted 
his Mind with vplawfal Deſires, his 
honeſt Neighbonr ſhall nor fo much as 
enjoy the por ſingle Em- Lamb; and he 
will not ſtick to /acrifice the Owner, to

get Poſſeſſion of it. And when at any 
Time any of theſe Libertines happen to 
be Rivals to each other in the ſame 
Object of their Luſts; what furious 
Outrages does it produce? Like the 
Bulls of Baſhan, they run at each other 
with Paſſions equal to the extreme Fu- 
ry of their Luſts, and ſo they malici- 
ouſly break the ſexth Command ment, that 
they may the more eaſily tranſgreſs the 
Seventh, and ſo make Murder a Help 
to Adultery. It is indeed. impoſſible to 
number up the Fewds, Confuſions and 
Miſchiefs which this headſtrong and 
violent Luſt produces; ſo that our 
good God has mercitully provided for 
the Peace of Mens Minds, the Quiet of 
Families, and the Happineſs of Socie- 
ties, in that He has not only forbid- 
den us Concubines, but has alſo forbid- 
den to have more Wives than one : 3s 
we read, (Lak. xvi. 18.) Mhoſoe ver put- 
teth away his Wife, and marrieth another, 
committeth Adultery, &c.

Only let me 
tell you, that the Suppreſſing of filthy 
Thovghts, and the Shunning of Tem- 
ptations, will always be neceſſary in this 
your Warfare; in which I pray God 
aſſiſt you by his Holy Spirit. 

And now, to ſuch as plead, that their 
Poverty drives them to this accurſed 
Way of Life: I reply, ” 

1. There are many honeſt Ways of 
Providing the Neceſlaries of Life. And 
if they have not been bred to Labour, 
(which is their uſual Anſwer to this,) 
yet they ought now to accuſtom them- 

ſelves to it, rather than ſell their Souls 
to the Devil for a Morſel of that Bread

4. If the Caſe were really as you 
put it, you had better ſtarve here, than 
zeriſh to all Eternity. 

1 therefore now, in the Cloſe, turn 
my Diſcourſe to thoſe unhappy Souls, 
who have been defiled by this deadly 
Sin, beſeeching them, by the Mercies 
of God, that they would not go on to 
make themſelves Veſſels of Eternal Wrath. 
Do but tell me what good all your paſt 
Licentiouſneſs has done you? And what 
good End you can propoſe to your ſelf 
in the farther Indulgence of it? It has 
perhaps already expoſed you to Shame, 
Regret, Diſeaſes, and publick Puniſh- 
ment by the Magiftrate: and I pray 
you to conſider, that this is but the 
Beginning of your Sorrows; yea, tis 
as nothing, if compared with the Ever- 
lafting Vengeance of Almighty God, 
which will aſſured ly overtake and over- 
whelm you, except you repent, and be- 
come 4 new Creature, through the Mercy 
of God, and the Sanctification of his 
Spirit; which I beſeech the Father of 
Mercies to vouchſafe unto you, through 
our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt.
